The boy was ihot a little after 4 
o'clock and died aboat 10 o'clock 
that night. 

The evidence for the prosecution 
was very strong against Layne, es- 
pecially that of a sister of the boy 
killed. The sister's evidence was de- 
nied in toto by Layne when he took 
the stand. Of course the jury would 
donbtthe truthfulness of l«y°e's 
statement in his own deltase, but 
when Dr. T. W. Perkins testified, the 
jury was doubtless unprepared to 
hear thi- Dr. substantiate a most im- 
portant stataWBPt of the defendant. 
The statemeijMfW that the defend- 
ant and the dead boy had not previ- 
ously had any quarrel and that the 
killing was accidental. The dead 
boy's aistar testified th»t her broth- 
er had tolif her that he waa gobg to 
die and that Lajia had ibot mm 
without cause.

In growing clover, it Is a matt<-r of 
wisdom to sow only the best of seed.

This can 
easily be made by means of two 
plates and a cotton cloth. Take sev- 
eral folds of a small pieee of cotton 
cloth; thoroughly wet this and scatter 
between the folds a known number

It to true that the people hoTO to be 
educated more thoroughly aa to Its 
raluo, but mutton Ui sow noro In 
fRvor aa a (bod than It used lo bo. A 
partleaiar class of Amerieaa people 
who bave undoniated mutton aro the 
(armors, many o( whom keep a flock 
yet seldom, l( ever, slangbter one (or 
tboir own use. A lamb or sheep could 
trogaontly be killed for use by the 
owner and It would proTe to be cheap- 
er than buying moat There would 
also bo the satistaetleB o( knowing 
that the mat was freoh aad whole- 
some. 

Probably oae roaaoa why mattoa 
has not been ' more popular on the 
(arm la that not enough care has booa 
oxovolsod ts slaasbtorlng the sheep. 
To get the boot muttoa a aheep shoulff 
be slangbtorod that is in good health; 
gaining ratker than losing fleib. It 
should bo hi (airly high condition also, 
aa thla Inauroo more tender and Juicy 
meat. If the animal is too old the 
mutton will be tough and unsavory. 

No (eed should bo giToa (or 24 to 
SS hours before kUliag or the carcass 
will be reddish looking and uaattraot- 
iTe, and there will be more danger c( 
the woolly taste. However, plenty of 
water ibould be given. The sheep 
should not be allowed to become ex- 
elted or overheated, nor ehould It be 
driven a long distance Immediately 
before slaughtering. If something of 
this kind has taken place the aheep 
should be allowed to loeovsr flrost It 
before being killed. 

Lamb and mutton should never be 
used tor food until It Ir thnroughly 
cooled out.

If eaten baaiodoratoty, uncooked 
fmtt la apt to iaduoo latpstlaal diH 
turbancea. U oaten nnrlpo^ It often 
caaaes stomach and tntestlnal Irrita- 
tion; overripe. It baa a tendency to 
ferment in Oie alimentary canal. 
Cooking cbangeo the character and 
flavor of fmtt, and while the prouut t 
is not eo cooltaig and rafreahlng as i;. 
the raw state. It can, as a rule, be 
oaten with less danger of causing 
stomach or intestinal trouble. If su- 
gar be added to thn cooked fruit, tl,' 
nutritive value will be increased. A 
large quantity of sugar Bpolls the fla- 
vor of the fruit and is likely to make 
It less easily digested.
